LONDON, Aug. 16.—The left wing 


of the Bavarian army under Prince 
Leopold has fought its way across the 
Bug river near Drohiczyn, which lies 
to the east of Sokolwo, and is some 
fifty miles northewest o¢  Lrest- 
Litovsk, according to the official Ber- 
lin repon, This move forms a slight 
wedge in the Russian front, which 
has been virtually straight since the

Field Marshal Von Mackensen also 
is reported to be jushing ‘back the 
Russians along the Bug, (where the 
Germans are advancing along the 
eastern bank of that river. Farther 
west Field Marshal Von Hindenburg 
is credited with a successful attack 
on the advanced defenses of Koyno, 
as well as a successful attempt to 
break the Russian lines between the 
Narew and the Bug after the Norzew 
river had been crossed by the Ger- 
mans,

ROUMANIA MAY MAKE 
SUDDEN PLUNGE INTO WAR 


Greek and Serbian Parliaments 
Meeting Today—Will Be 
Historic Sessions 


——— 


Athens, Greece, Aug. 16, via Loadon, 
5.45 pm—The Greek chamber of depu- 
* thes ansembled today, M. Zavitsatnon, 
an adherent of former Premier Venize- 
los, was elected president. ‘The ma- 
jority of the Venizelos party, a» @ Fre- 
wult of its victory im the recent gen- 
eral election, was indicated by the 
vote. M. Zavitzanon received 182 votes 
As compured with 03 for the candidate 
of the government. 


London, Aug. 16,—The importance 
of the Balkan situation is emphasized 
by the morning papers, which point 
out pardeularly that events there 
may reach a crisis; within 24 hours, 
King Chartes ‘o¢ Roumania called a 
spectal— meeting of ithe .cabinet at 
bucnwrest yesterday, to Which the 
leaders of all-political parties as well 
as individnal miembers of the’ cham- 
her were summoned. 

The Serbian national assembly will 
reassemble at Nikh today to receive a 
statement from Premier Pachitch on 
the Bulgarian negotiations, Simul- 
toneausly, the Greek parliament will 
meet at Athens to oust the present 
cubinet with the supporters af form- 
er Premier Venizelos as powerful as 
ever. 

The analysts of the morning papers 
point out that Austria meanwhile is 
gathering troops on the Danube, and 
that German writers are advocating 
openly an advance to the Aegean Seu. 

The Daily News says editorially 


that Roumania may make a sudden 
move which will solve the Babkan 
deadlock, 

“Decisive action by Roumania,” 


siys the paper, “would mean that she 
had obtained assurances of Bulgaria's 
attitude, which .» the great danger- 
point—thus we are driven back as
